Premier Brownlee Points Out 
Advantages of C. N. Tak- 
ing E. D. & B.C.

OTTAWA, April 8—Premie: 
J. E. Brownlee, of Alberta, 


speaking before the raiiways and 
canals committee of the house o* 
eommons this morning, in c)n- 
nection with the Peace River out- 
let, suggested that the Canadian 
Nationa: railways take over the 
Edmonton, Dunvegan and Brit- 
ish Columbia railway. 

Premier Brownlee said it would 
be entirely unfair to project a line 
to the Pacific coast and not make 
the E.D. & B.C. a part of the sys- 
tem. He maintained that this rail- 
way, at present operated by the 
fovernment of Alberta, would 
be a handicap to the people of the 
dominion. The railway had a rev- 
enue of over a million dollars last 
year and at the present time traffic 
from this line was feeding the trans- 
continental line of the C.N.R. 

Revenue of Million. 

He argued that if the provincial 
railway had tiie revenue at a million 
that it was safe to say thai a revenue 
of over a million accrued to the 
C.N.R. and that the percentage of 
profit to the government railway 
would be greater than the profit to 
the E.D. & B.C. He said that while 
the province had suffered a loss of 
$150,000 last year on operation, he 
was satisfied. this would be wiped 
out during the present year. If the 
two lines were welded together he 
was sure that not only would the 
operating costs of the B.D. & B.C. 
be wiped out; but thet # substantial 
payment could be made to capital 
cost. ; 

Premier Brownlee. said that while 
the provinée had between 22 and 28 
millions of dollars invested in the 
railway, it did not assume that who- 
ever took over the railway would 
pay all this. The province n-= ly 
expected to get a fair replacement 
value. He submitted that for the 
Canadian National to take over the 
railway would not involve any great 
expendtiure on the equipment.
